The Chief the Bureau Statistics the Commercial Aspects 
the Inter-Oceanic Canal.---Mr. Nimmo, the Chief the Bureau 
Statistics, has prepared the commercial aspects the proposed 
Inter-Oceanic Canal, and the probable magnitude the commercial in- 
terests which would subserved its construction. The report 
question was prepared, stated its author, the request the 
American Society Civil Engineers. Mr. Nimmo has covered wide 
range subjects his investigation this and his conclusions, 
which are generally unfavorable commercial success the pro- 
posed canal, are worthy close examination. have not the space 
this department more than notice the more important Mr. 
mo’s conclusions summarized his report under heads, the most 
which are distinctly unfavorable their tenor. 

Mr. Nimmo concludes that about 1500 vessels, 1,625,000 tons, would 
pass through the American Canal annually (or about the tonnage that 
passes through the Suez Canal annually) that the traftic the proposed 
American Canal would probably confined, the traffic the Suez 
Canal, almost exclusively steam vessels; that the carrying trade 
sailing vessels would probably continue follow the route around Cape 
Horn the Cape Good Hope. This trade includes the shipment guano 
and nitrate from Peru and Bolivia the Atlantic ports this country 
and Europe, amounting not lessthan 800,000 tons the trade 
Chili with the same, amounting tons more the bulk the 
immense tea trade with China and Japan and the trade sailing vessels 
between Australasia and this country. concludes also that the con- 
struction the trans-continental railroads this country has already di- 
verted large portion the traftic from the between San Fran- 
cisco and New York, Panama and has also affected the 
trade between our Atlantic and Pacific ports way Cape Horn, the 
probabilities are, that this route will likely increasing 
amount this commerce every year, whether the canal built 
not.
